Heaven, charging me that this day E should make a full and particular 
effer of Christ to all who hear me; and also, that I should require of 
them an immediate answer whether they would accept of the offer op 
not. I do, therefore, in the name of the Most High God, offer to alf 
end every one of you the Lord Jesus Christ, with all his benefits; I of 
fer Him to the young and the old, to the rich and to the poor, to ain.
